Dear Sirs: 

I wish to bring to light a case of irregularity in a game in ATLANTIS , 
gamemastered by Chris Schleicher. This game is 1971 R» 

In this game, Larry Blandin and I feel though we have been faulted by 
gamemaster caprice. We have used all sorts of protests with Mr. Schleicher to 
no avail. We therefore petition the arbitrators of the IDA and TDA to give their 
opinions in this matter. 

In the Spring of 190J+, I believe, correct me if I'm wrong Chris, Larry and

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I submitted our moves prior to the deadline as usual. We received our magazjjie 
some days later to find that a deadline extension was ordered*-— note not requested 
by the players — because "over half of the players had missed their moves". Both 
Larry and I protested this action noting, among othBr facts, that this rule was 
not in the houserules of ATLANTIS. To no avail! The deadline extension stood, 
even though our moves were in on time! 

In the Spring of 1905 the climax of the DIPLOCON was at hand. Amid the 
great piles of work that had to be done the season for ATLANTIS was overlooked 
and thus Larry and I both missed the deadline* Since Mr Schleicher had allowed 
the other players a missed move we requested the same right*. We were told that 
over half of the players did not miss but that Chris would ask for a player vote. 
He did so but not on the grounds of our protest or on the grounds of fair and 
equal treatment as we had requested! The players voted to not play the season 
over — in short screw you, even though they got a free season at the hand of the 
GM when they didn't even ask for it. 

Both Larry and I can see this as nothing short of Caprice. Chris has made 
a ruling allowing one group of players to miss a deadline whenever they damn well 
please while the rest of the players are without recourse. 

Y/e submit that the arbitrators of the IDA and TDA should request that Chris 
play the season in question over again to give us the same chance these othsr 
players had when they ail missed their moves.

The following letter is from Mr. John Beshara, replying to the above letter. 
Some parts have been omitted that do not directly pertain to the discussion.

To: Mr. Lenard Lakofka 

Dear len, 

I have your letter, undated, about 1971R in Atlantis and I have checked the 
record as published in Atlantis . asked Chris for further information and discussed 
the issue with the Board. The facts according to the record in Atlantis appear to b 

1. The 19715 "Winter 1903" moves appeared in Atlanti s #1*8, dated 
ZfFebruary 1972, and a "Spring 1904" deadline set for 24February 1972. 

2. In AtlantjjS #49, dated lSFebruary 1972, the deadline for "Spring 1904" 
moves was extended to 9 March 1972 at the request of Steve Brooks, due to a death 
in his family. This extension was published well in advance of the 24 February 
deadline and for a valid reason, both of these factss contradict the statements 
made by you in the third paragraph of your letter. (As an aside, around that 
time Steve phoned me saying he was in New York because of his father*s death. 

At Steve's request, I gave him Chris 1 phone number so he could phone Chris and 
request the extension. Naturally, I offered to do so for kirn, but he said he 
would manage. ) 

3. In Atlantis #51 , dated 1 7 March 1972, the "Spring 1904" moves were 
published. The deadline for "Fall 1 904" moves was set for 27 March 1972. A 
period of 10 days between major moves is too brief a period and I suspect that 
is the reason why Chris announced an automatic extension of the "Fall 1904" 
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deadline in Atlantis 52 to 30 May 1972- It appears this is the extension. to 
which you were referring, rather than the "Spring 1 $0k " extention. According to 
my understanding of the Atlantis deadlines between major moves, the players are 
entitled to a minimum of two weeks from t he dat e ._pf__ma_iling_ in which to submit 
moves. It is possible Chris made a typographical error in dating the issue, or 
in setting the deadline or was delayed in mailing the issue, and I have asked, - 
Chris to clarify this point for me. nevertheless, it is the.GM's responsibility 
to conduct his games in an orderly manner and if he has failed to give the players 
the requisite period of time in which to submit moves, he. is most certainly justified 
in personally extending the deadline. On more than one occasion I havo personally 
asked Chris to extend deadlines, even in games in which I am not playing, when , 
I have noted that players did not receive the requisite minimum time in. which , 
to submit moves. This is one of the things TDA does which evidently you are not 
aware of. .We do it to protect newcomers, who may not be aware of their rights 
(Ue also audit adjudications in games in which there are newcomers to ascertain 
the GM has not made an error. This is another service of TDA which you evidently 
are hot aware of, according to the last issue of your zine.) - - 

While I do not think it was automatic for chris to refuse to accept your late 
moves because of Diplo-Con, I see no relationship between that and the extension 
he gave in "Fall 190V'. I clo not think you are busier than I ajn, even during 
Diplo-Con, and during all my years of play I ! ve never missed a move in any 0* my 
games. When personal or business pressures, or my travelling, have caused problems, 
I have somehow managed to submit moves., appoint a substitute or request an extentio 
extension of the deadline prior to the deadline date. By virtue of Diplo-Con, 
you were entitled to an extension and you should have made the request prior to 
the deadlines in all your gamss, if you did not think you could get your moves 
in on time.

There is no question, Len, that I do sympa-Uize with you, particularly because I 
was recently "done in" by Chris in one of his rulings in my game in 1 9700 , but 
what Chris did in your game was within his discretion as the Gi-i insofar as the 
record of Atlantis shows, and that could only be altered if Chris were to tell 
me he mailed Atlantis #51 a few days prior to March 17, 1972. 

In any event, we appreciate the gentlemanly manner in which you have conducted 
your dispute.

ORDERS OF TIME 



Alertness in duties and conscientious control of diplomatic and executive 
communications has proven to be the very mainstays of successful nation states. 
In consistency with this axiom, it is also true that failure in either duty or 
communications ultimately results in a like failure from success- Paramount to 
this axiom is the demands and limitations of time which can be long in duration 
or short, but surely' capped with a deadline. It is with these personal demands 
of myself and ^reality that I now return an answer of "No!" to the request that 
we reinact the spring 1905* 

Historically there are like failures in the, recorded roles of the past that 
can reinforce and give proper understanding to you of my decision* 

*In the American Revolution (the one in 1776), England lost an empire when 
Lord North's Colonial Secretary, Lord Germain, failed to communicate military 
movement orders to General Howe (then residing at Chesapeake Bay) in favor of a 
weekend hunt for quail and his intense hobby of capturing girls in the downy. 
In 1877 the military supreme command was North and Germain who remained, by 
necessity, amidst the political gaming tables of London proper. General Burgoyne, 
panting for battle at lake Champlain (since he had bet a throughbred horse that 
he would be victorious and home in England by Christmas) pushed a plan to Germain 
of marching south to Albany (even though he wasn't sure of its location) while 
General Howe was to march north, meet him, and thus trap the rebels between their 
two massive armies. Orders were written to Gentleman Johnny on a Friday and placed 
on an American bound ship (a trip of some 4-10 weeks)* Howe's orders were not 
completed at that time and Germain, in haste for his country (or is it casual = 
live diplomacy) estate, left Howe's orders for his signature on the following 
Monday. 

The Burgoyne orders reached their destination in k~k weeks while Howe's 
orderB didn't reach him until after Burgoyne was almost at Albany with half 
an army and half a plan. 

The British defeat at Saratoga cost an army, a nation's morale, and an empire* 

Another example of failure in this despicable manner would be the breakdown 
of communications between Germany and Austria-Hungary in July, 191^» Over the 
Serbian nuisance issue Kaiser Wilhelm II and Chancellor Bethmann-Hollweg gave their 
famous carte blanche decision to Austria on July 5 whereupon Willy went sailing 
in the Baltic with his Imperial Fleet and Hollweg, on the 19th, went to Holland 
for a few days rest. 

Hollweg returned on the 23rd and had just begun to catch up on his homework 
on the 25th when Austria broke relations with Serbia and the creaky rumblings of 
wooden wagon wheels could be heard in the East. It wasn't wntil the 29th that 
Hollweg realized things weren't quite right and the Kaiser didn't get the word 
until the 30th when he finally ordered his yachts to return home — mucho prontos 
me amigos!

THE GUNS of AUGUST sounded on the 1st because Willy and Beth had not performed their 
duties properly and had not maintained a continous exchange of information with 
their unstable ally. 

It was later reported that Lords North, Germain, Uilhelm II and Hollweg 
were repentent but could not receive a recompense in their times of err. A fond 
adieu to England and Italy as the order of time stays nor repeats for no man - 
not even a diplomat.

Monsignor Pablo Gonzalez, perfect of the Papal Commission on Sainthood, 
released the first report of the study group today. His Holiness had charged 
the commission with solving the problem of alienation of the faithful by loss 
of saintly identification.
